LanK warehouse onto the deck of the 
vessel. 

There were said to be ^iproximate- 
ly 400 panengera on tho iriudeback, 
Wluding a number of students of the 
Uahrersity of Chicago, returning 
£Nm an outine;. i. 

None Identified. 

The tii fi fi\ <■ bodies recovered were 
those of girls. Later others were 
brought in. None of the dead, iO far, 
liai bean kiaatiiM. j 

The water tank crashed throufrhl 
through the bridge, pilot house,' 
through two decks and then slid into 
the ii\cr when it hit tha staal main 
deck. 

Officers of the boat could give no 
explanation for the tragedy. It is 
■•id Pnpt Jamaa Brady had th« yfhmtX 
at the timt. An unconfirmed report 
^s that one of the tugs guiding the 
big vessel cast off its hawser a mo- 
ment too soon. The captain declaied 
had there been six inches more lee- 
way, the vessel's bow, in swinging 
about, would not have hit the dock.

Washington, June 29. — The Inster- 
statc Commerce Conunission today 
denied the pUm of the railroads of 
the United States for a horisontal 

increase of fifteen per cent in freight 

rates . 

In its deci.^ion thi' commission in- 
dicated its willingness !u 'ncrease 
class rates in the Eastern district ap- 
proximately fourteen per cent. Since 
about oao-fou(th of tho fnigbt. hand- 
led la laoTod onder daaa latoa, the 
decision virtually allows the Eaa^tem 
lines about four per cent increase in 
gross freight revenue. liicnases 
nought in rates on coal, co,ke and iron 
ore will be granted. 

The commission found, as result of 
extended hoaringa, that the carriers 
genondly show m sabatantial and in- 
creasing Unandal prosperity, and 
that they have aniplc ri'so'.irces with 
which ti> ondiict t • anspoi lation. 

Litt!'' .syniiiatliy was given tlie ar- 
guments of the roads that they were 
victims of war prices, the commission 
holding that tho carriara have profit- 
ed by tho mohflliatiaii of troopa. 

Tha eommiaaion suspended the pro- 
posed tariffs until October 28, but it 
indicated that no rehearing of the 
case v.ill be of value at this time. .
